The 
roots grow to a very large size. Make a much heavier yield than Turnips, and are more nutritious and 
fattening for food during the winter, largely increasing the yield of milk in cows.

Jerusalem Artichoke Roots 

This variety is not 
produced from seed, j 
They are sometimes 
used ns a table vegeta- ' 
ble when pickled, but 
their greatest value is 
for feeding stock. 
They are the best hog 
food known. They
